coiding to an estimate made by O.

Shaw of the Traction company. 


George Lamb. 38, 1111 Rose street, 
working on the engine at the time 
of the explosion, suffered a fractured 
toe on the right foot, when struck by 
a 6-inch piece of flying cast iron. 
Although he was standing within 
five feet of the compressed air tank, 
"le'was able to "walk away unaided. 
He was taken to St. Elizabeth's hos- 
pital in Henry Brown's ambulance. 
His condition is not serious. 


Ten 
Men in Room.- 


There were about ten men work- 


Ing in thc plant at the time of the 
explosion. The huge glass windows 
along the north side of the plant 
and several on the east side were 
shuttered.

Lights went out and

Damage* Apparatus. 


The. tank was two feet In diameter 


and ten feet high and rested upon 
tho concrete floor of the power plant. 
Bits' of the cast Iron tank were 
hurled to every part of the building. 
Electrical apparatus on the balcony 
floor of the engine room -was dam- 
aged by the flying Iron. 


Lincoln people flocked from the 


streets and 
from their homes In 


every part of the city to the scene 
of the explosion. Automobiles were 
narked along the streets a half dozen 
Mocks away from the power house, 
so great was tho crowd. Hundreds 
gathered around the plant and tried 
to gain entrance to the engine room. 
Officers later were forced to clear 
the allys and streets around the 
power plant as a meanure of safety. 
Over 2,000 people visited the plant, 
it Is estimated.

Postal Workers' Pay.

To the Editor of The Star: 
In 


your paper of recent date was an 
article regarding a drive by the rail- 
road postal clerks to bring before 
the public facts and figures as to 
why the clerks should receive better 
salaries. This drive is not confined 
to the. postal clerks. Tho letter car- 
riers throughout the United States 
are trying with nil their .might to 
arouse the coming congress to meet 
the needs of the poorly paid letter 
carriers. 


The burden of the postoffico falls 


on '.he poor curri-;- for he is- the last 
one to handle tho mail before it 
reaches Its destination. The public 
is continually asking for better ser- 
vice, vet they never stop to think 
that they are indirectly the employar 
and that it might help some if the 
people who are working under them 
were given a living wage. At the 
present time, with the salary now re- 
ceived. the letter carriers do not re- 
ceive a living wage and he believes 
the time is past for assessing the 
value of a letter carrier at the pover- 
ty line. 


The present pay scale of the letter 


carrier 
is such as a day laborer 


would- scorn and against which any
